How that the Talne of the line dap elreadj In thle conn- 
tiy ie repieeented by many t honia n d dollaii, and thie will 
be Increaied yearly by freeh ImporUtlona and breeding, It 
hae become a matter of great moment to eportembi to ob- 
Uln from the law a recognition of abrolute and legally per¬ 
fect property in theee anlmali. We think we are correct In 
Mylng there is not a Btote In the Union where property in 
dop la not more or leaa a matter of dlipute. In many 
where it U recognlaed, it ia of a limited character, *tiiI 
othera it doea not eslat at all. Erery little while we beer 
the killing of a farorite dog by aomeacoondrel deyoid of U 
commoneai attribntea of decency and manlineaa. Often, 
too, the offender ia known, but when the joatly indignant 
owner goea to the law for redreaa he flnda it afforda him no 
protec^Mi. Then, if in hla anpr he thraahea the brute who 
laagha at hla efforta to reach him by legal meana, the law 
to which he appealed in yaln punUhea him for the aaaanlt. 

Some three yeara aince, while editor of - The Amtriean 
SporUman, we had occaaion to obtain a Icpl opinion upon 
the dog law of Conaeotlcut. and found that while it recog; 
nUea property in dop ao far aa to render them liable to 
taxation, it doea not give jo an owner any caae againat a par¬ 
ty killing tbe dog. Tbia ia fixing a lepl burden upon 
every, dog owner, but refuaing him in turn the commoneat 

f mtectfon for which a law -ia devlaed or intended. Such 
egialation may auit a State whoae atatutea from the daya of 
the “blue lawa" have been conapicuoua for their bigotry 
and caricature of common aenae, but ahould not aatiafy men 
of more enlightened ideaa. Sportamen want and have a 
right to a law which will give to dop aa complete protection 
aa to cattle or honiea, and which will provide for the recov¬ 
ery of the full and fair value of every dog killed, and by 
making auch kilting a priaon offence in tbe caae of partlea 
from whom no damage can be recovered, will thua reach 
thoae lawlhaa, irreaponaibie loafera who aeem to delight in 
tbe commiasion of acta for which they cannot be called to 
account. Aa an offaet for the protection which anch a law 
will affbrd, aportamen and all dog ownera ahould be made 
liable for all damageacommltted by their dop, thua placing 
theae animala and their ownera ui>on an equal footing with 
all other live atock and ita ownera. The coat of a fine dog 
in little if any abort of the price of a good horae. Then why 
ahould one be brought within the pale of the law^ and tbe 
other caat out? If a horae or -a cow runa the road; if it 
breaks down a farmer'a fence and- ruins bis crop, he has no 
right to shoot or injure it; but if a dog escape from his 
kennel, amd wanders along the highway or crosses a field, 
no matter bow peacefully, some dog-hating farmer ahoota 
the poor animal to prevent his doing damage. Within tbe 
last year three cases have come within our knowledge 
where dop have- been killed and no pretense made that they 
were doing any barm, but only that they might do some. 
Nqw, it is juu such men as these who cry out aplast a law 
protecting dop; ignorant fellows who can see no value in an 
animal really far .their supeHor In intelligence.. But tbiaia 
**!*“ •'w there are also those farmers who have 

jUst cause for complaint, because of loss sustained. We 
certainly do not want any man to suffer because dop are 
kept or protected, but we deny any man’s right to kiU even 
the dog which he finds in the very Mt of committing dam- 
ap, since the owner, and not the animal, is the leplly re¬ 
sponsible party. Looked at in a common sense lighL this 
position is much the most favorable to the farmer. Killing 
a dog does not pay for the sheep lost, but the greenbacks 
of the dog’s owimr will do so, and there is no court of any 
Stale which would not sustain a claim for such damage. 
But where the farmer takes the law in his own hands, and 
redresses his wronp by a rifle bullet, we believe that any 
just court Would either discharge a complaint apinst tbe 
dog’s owner, or give to him a cross suit and damages for the 
kilTing of bis dom. We know of two cases where this mat¬ 
ter has been tried, and very rightly decided in this way. 

As'we have said, we dp not want any farmer to. sustain 
any loss through the keeping of dop. His rights should 
be respected and bis proMrty of all kinds secure as sacred¬ 
ly as possible. We consider him fully entitled to as much 
protection as any other citixen, but to no more. We admit 
that to have sheep or other cattle killed or injured is very 
irritating to the temper, and that the difficulty af tracing 
the loss to its true source is great. While admitting all this, 
we would point out a remedy, one which will affords farmer 
or stock ra^r more real recompense than he can pt from 
killing a dog, and ifith less cost of time and trouble than be 
would be obliged to expend in bunting up the owner and 
proving his damap. We propose that the tax which the 
law compels dog owners In almost all sections to pay (and 
where there is no tax we would have a reasonable onelevled) 
shall be turned into a sheep fund from which tbe amount of 
' any loss shall be Immediately paid upon proof of its extent. 
As thinp now stand this tax as a rule goes into tbe pneral 
revenue, and nothing is left for the purpose we sugpst. 
This should be altered. Proper officers should be appmnted 
in every county or township, who should collect tnis tax, 
keep it on deposit, and upon affidavit of loss pay the claim 
at onoe. Further than this, in all cases where the loss can 
be traced home, these officers should be empowered to sue 
and recover from tbe owner of any dog the amount of dam¬ 
age paid for with costs of suit, first presenting a bill of the 
outlay, and not proceeding to sue tin payment has been re¬ 
fused or postponed beyond ten days. As witnesses, these 
officers should have the right to summon the farmer, or any 
other competent parties, whose fees for attendance should 
constitute a part of tbe costs. At first sight this msy seem 
not a poeelbfe plan, since it may be said the claims would be 
far in excess of the receipts. In reply we would say, a prac- 
thmily similar fund baa Mn astnbllued In certain sections 
and found to be equal to the demand: and we believe that 
If the collection of this tax Is enforced u other taxes are. 
thU. with the oollectloas from owners when known, wilT 
make the plan self-sustaining 
A law which Shall protect dogs, and at the same time pro¬ 


pledge to its sncoeea the leading sportsmen ef all sections, 
so that within this year tbe ena may be gained, and man’s 
noblest and truest friend and oompwon may be no longer 
an outlaw for whom the law baa its penalties butno protM- 
tion.

Editox Tna Cmosso Fixld: —^The unusual pressure of 
business has prevented my replying before to your correspon¬ 
dent, S. E. 0.,wbo, InTn Fibld at the Wth, called me to ac¬ 
count for my oondemnatioo of the Gordon setter. As I do 
not form my oonclusions without what I deemi just and suffl- 
ent grounds, basing my opinion in almost every case upon 
personal experience, I dO not think I am open to the dunga 
of unjust prejudice, and will now show S. B. O. why I wrote 
as I did. 

I will admit that when you get a gooid Gordon be is as 
good as any dog need be, but my experience has convinced 
me that good ones are exceptions to the rule. This breed 
was at one time a great favorite of mine, and I bred or broke 

ir my own use fiftasn of the finest spcicimens I could get, 
most of them of oAstes strains. Of this fifteen but two 
were up to the average of native dogs, of what is called 
English or Irish blM. The remainder were clumsily 
framed, lumbering in action, of bad temper and bard to 
teach, even when not gun-shy, which many of them were, 
the only gun-shy dogs which I have ever raised. Even 
you, B. E. 0., say your dog “ia not ao mild-lempered 
as some of the light-colored dogs.’’ Let me ask, in pswng, 
if you mean to imply that dogs vary in temper according to 
the shades of their coats, as t^ ia a new idea to me? 

My experience would of Itself determine me to have no 
more to do with tbe Gordon, but I can say farther that I 
have seen other men’s dogs in the field, Gordons, whose 
form, color and style backed their claims to the purest lin¬ 
eage, and out of all I can scarcely recall one really good 
animal—that is, one which had not some serious drawback 
of action, temmr, or lack of intelligence not possessed by 
dogs of other nreeds. Fodr of my most intimate friends 
have at various times all had tbe Gordon fever, and have 
imported or bought Imported stock, yet noVone.of them 
would to-day accept aGordons as aglft. 'These gentlemen are 
not mere theorists but practical sportsmen. I mean by this 
men who understand breaking a dog thoroughly, as well aa 
other matters pertaining to the field. I met one of them as 
Chicago, and we looked over tbe Gtordon class together. He 
remarked at the end, “They look well, but one can’t live in 
my kennel.” 

How, S. E. C., you cannot deny what I said about Gor¬ 
dons breeding the heavy bloodhound head and ugly tea-pot 
tail, for this is a well proven matter, if we can accept the 
dictum of the best English authorities; nor do I think you 
will claim that, even if good qualities exist in such animals, 
their bad forms are not great blemishes, and good grounds 
for discarding the race, provided another asgoM in perform¬ 
ance and better in build can be found. I^rbaps you will 
say such a race does not exist. Why, then, have the Gk>r- 
dons decreased so rapidly after yeara in the list of English 
Field Trial winnersf ft is only a few years since “Id- 
stone’s" Kent set all lovers of the black-and-tans wild, and 
woo brilSe after prize on tbe show bench. Yet even “Id- 
stonn’ himself admits that Kent’s produce was apt to be - 
gun-shy. In spite of this, however, a great portion of the 
noted show Gordons of the present day proualy trace their 
line back to this getter of gun-shy stock, and as a result 
perpetuate his vices. These dogs still appear upon the show 
bench in England, but not one-tenth of the prize winners at 
field trials, those crucial tests of a dog’s real quality, claim 
to be Gordons—a fact which does not speak very well for 
the breed. The trouble ia that but veiy few of thoae who 
claim tbe name have one drop of real (jiordon blood in them. 
What that blood was no one knows; it was the result of an 
experiment, and the secret died with tbe originator. Tbe 
dogs the Duke left were sold at auction—they were four in 
number, yet within a few yeara a boet of Gordons (?) ap¬ 
peared in England, all with pedigrees running to the Duke’s 
stock, and no notice seemed to be given to tbe fact that the 
original dogs could not within the interval have got half tbe 
number of tcMpt that there were of adult claimants of the 
name. Such are tbe dogs that have come down to ns, but 
over and above all this, show judges have still farther de¬ 
creased tbe chances for any leal worth in the stock by 
making the black and tan tbe fashionable, color. This re¬ 
striction, limiting what must of necessity have been an 
already limited class, has had a tendency to Induce breeders 
to select whelps for color rather than quality, and hence the 
single hold this breed has upon the prize lists is gained 
through the favor their rich marking finds in the eyes of men 
who regard looks alone. 

In reply to your question as to the cross of Irish and Goi^ 
don, I would say, in my opinion this is an Improvement up¬ 
on the Gordon, nut not upon the Irish. I do not approve of 
any cross where the original std«k is as good as the cross, 
because I cannot see where there -is any gain. As for tbe 
case in point, I certainly do not think the sun shines upon a 
better, nobler, more intelligent and enduring race than that 
which has now a hard-earned, world-wide reputation for 
nose, pace, staunchness, staying powers and beauty, tbe 
pure, unoontaminated Irish setter. I will not say that no 
other dogs are as good, for the English records speak in 
thunder tones for the gallant Field 'Trial breed, and in my 
own kennel Queen Man and Queen Bess; with their royal 
Bngliah*blooa, divide the honors with my game Irish Rufus 
and Friend. Other men, undoubtedly, own as good dogs as 
mine, but I think if the various keimels of undeniable qual¬ 
ity in this conntry and England could be canvassed, the best 
practical dogs of all breeu would be found to be those 
whicK have been kept pure and uncrossed.

Thb w*yi of Or*oo-Boin*ii wresUen, tholr agenU, and 
all oibera in the ring with them are rain. Blnoe the flaaco 
on Satnrday night, the foiiowing facto haTe ieaked out; The 
talk of Thompaon, Chrlitol'a agent, waa all bounce, and he 
became thoroughly afraid of Blgml, after hearing our opin¬ 
ion of the UtUe man. The match wka not honeatly auch aa 
it waarepreaented to the public, for Chriatora agent, fearing 
defeat, had paid OTer |100 to Rlgal before the wreille|com- 
menoed. Tbia aum waa to bind him to make no claim upon 
the hall receipto If he ahould win the match. Tbit little al¬ 
teration of the condltlona waa withheld from the referee, the 
atakeholder and the public by thoee In connection with Rlgal. 
Agramonte, the Judge for Rlgal, knew that hla man bad 
nothing much to win, and conaequently had no need to play 
hla beat, and of thia fact, doubtloaa, Mr. C. J. Willlama, Rl- 
gal’e acting agent, waa alao cognizant. The public would 
hardly have given auch ear, on Saturday laat, to the clamor 
of theae would-be aggrieved partiea had they known the real 
facto of the caae. Aa the thing now atanda Rlgal, who loat the 
match, and ahirked the opportunity of a grip oBfercd him by 
Cbriatol, cornea out ahead of Cbriatol, who won the match. 
Aa a renowned national wreatler aaya, “tbia Oru.-co-Roman 
bualneaa la all flip-flap."

ThU match tor ■ 'Id* and the gate waa wreatled at the McCormick 
Hall, Chicago, oo Uatorday eventiig, Keb. irtb, and proved the moet 
vlclona and atnbbora o-mteat aver jet lean between Prancu-Romo- 
Oraclan wraatlere. Klsal la not a member of the Mlller-Baner-Cbriatol 
wreetllug ring and aapTred to ahare In the proBta of the baalneaa, and 
Cbriatol determined If poaalbla to ao ntterly overthrow him that be 
ahonld have no fnrther aapirationa. But the reanlt waa neither aatlatac- 
tory to him or the pabltc. At 8.11 the men came together, and Rlgal 
objected to Chriatora uaing rcain on hla banda. Cbriatol went to waab 
it oS, and Kigal gained favor with the poullc bv thna declining ontalde 
aid. After a brief paaaage, Rlgal called for revin, aa be declared Chrla- 
toi atlll had eome on hla Banda. Thia put .igal more In the good gracea 
of the crowd, it waa at once perceptible that all time beu on Chrla- 
tol'a ability to pollab off hia man were loat. lor never were two men bet¬ 
ter matched. Bat the match waa too even to be intereatlng. There 
waa none of that dying, gracefni work, bat a mere aucceaalen of apar- 
r'.og for a hold, ffve of which were gained during' the Brat round, 
three by Chrialol, two by Rlgal ;%nt the latter could not make any nee 
of hla obialued advantage, i^lat Cbriatol aerlonaly endangered Rlgal 
on one occoaion, throwing him a little too macb over, however. Rlgal 
pitched on hie bead and bridged himaelf aafe. Tbeanimua of both men 
now became very evldeoL cbriatol tried to ruab Rlgal off hia feet by 
graaplag hla neck and running backwarda The amaller man, nothing 
danoted, rnahed Cbriatol ao violently that be had to apriog off the atage 
to avoid a noaty fall. After thia, Rlgal got Cbriatol into a dangeroua 
poaltioii, out of which he eacaped by cheer force of arma and handa. 
Thai, Cbriatol got a hold on Rlgal, wboae agility oaved him. Both men 
were peraplrlng profuaely and ahowlug great 111 camper, Cbriatol being 
angered by the determined pnahlng or Hlgara bead agalnat hia breaat 
to prevent an undergrip, andaloo by the facility with which be evaded 
Chrlatol'a celebrntea bead lock. ARer an^op'r and ten mlnntea of tbia 
nnlnlerertlng play, which waa momi-nlarllyMComlng leoe amualng aa 
the men became ezhauated (4ieither being In tip-top cenditlonr, Chrla- 
tnl again got the upper bold and tried by rniiiilng backwarda- to ruab 
Rigiu off hla feet.

Rlgal draw back an InatanC. then 
ruabud at Cbriatol and dealt him a heavy blow with hla clenched Bat, 
owulpv hla chie-h, and drawing blood profuaely. Upm the common 
I eenae baaia the referee decided a fall in favor of Algal, amid loud 
cheere and blaoea; but on being confronted by rnlea on thia point, by 
which it aeemc <Adf fkraa /oefa ntoka a /all, the decialon bod moet 
unwillingly to be reaclnded. amidat a i-ouuter atorm <1 hloaea and ap- 
planae. Ten mlnmea had elapaad alnce the coafra Itmpt and the men, 
who bad bMn ordered to their rooma again, appeared. For half an 
boor they feinted and manmavrod. At laat Cbriatol got tbe hack grip, 
and bolated Rlgal Into tbe air. throwing him backwarda over hla aboul- 
der Bat onto iiia back, thna galuiog the Brat fall. A terrlBc atorm now 
aroee in tbe audience, one individual, either tbe paid or. aelf-appointed 
agent of Rigal. making himaelf partlenlarly offeualve. 

After an interval of to mlnutea. the men came together again and 
went In at the aame aparrlng and feinting for an opening. They were 
loo evenly matched for Cbriatol to do much with Rlgal, who waa up to 
all hla euemy'a dodgea, and Rlgal waa too anxiona to avoid defeat by

We believe that the International yacht race haa been 
definitely fixed to be sailed at New York on or about the 
32d of June, and we are lorry to believe It. Even if it waa 
only a meeting of onr own clippera the time appointed 
would be 111 choeen, aa there it icarcely any teaaon of the 
year in which light alra and baffling breezea are more 
prevalent in the neighborhood of Bandyhook than in that 
lame latter end of Jane. The meeting is to celebrate our 
birthday—our new century—and aa inch every opportunity 
to make it a complete tncoeaa should be taken advantage of, 
and it aeema suicidal to aelect tbe very wont seaaon of the 
year for its oelebratlon. If thU waa the only evil, it were 
bad enongh; but there is something more. It U called an 
International meeting, end it la hoped and expected that it 
will be ao—that the ownen of the re-nowned EngUah flyers 
will oome over here and help us oommemorate onr natal day 
by pitting their pete agalnot onr^ipn wave ekimmen, and if 
po^ble by winning hack eome of thoee laoreU that the 
renowned America tore from the brow of the yachting 
John Bull. Tet with Sieee hopea and expeototiona strong 
within na, we fix the meeting at a time when ire ought to 
know that English yachtomen have aoarce begun their aea 
•on. Are we ao egotietloal aa to expect that the owners of 
the Owendolln, Oorlnne, EgBrla, Letoua,, Florinda, Coria- 
ande, KriemhildM, Vol-an-Vent, Arrow, Onolm, Iona, and 
other euoh'flyera, will leave London whilst the London 
aanaon la etill IMitoholghtf Onn we bo bo vain ns to hope 
thatithay win foTe|o the rich priaat to W won op thair own 


ehorea and give up .time honored gatberinga, becauiewe 
want to celebrate our birthday T What would Dover, Havre, 
Cowet, Ryde, Southampton, do without these cracksf No I 
If we want these renowned yachts to meet ourown, appoint 
a time when the guests can come to u^ without upsetting 
all their own family arrangements. Surely we can afford to 
wait till the first week ia September, when we shall have 
strong breezea and steady weather In which to test the 
relative strength and quality of the two opposing and na- 
tionfd styles of building. Let us have every chance of en¬ 
tertaining theae strangers to our waters. Let us hold out 
inducements to bring them all, so that whatever may be tbe 
untcome of tbe weather on tbe day fixed, each nation may 
be represented by its best boat for that particular weather, 
Gtontlemen of the management, look to this. 

The English Dnlveraity Bout Race. 

Prallmloarj practloo for the fortkcorolng event hoe already oon- 
meoced. Mr. (floee, the Cambridn Preetdeot, determined not to let the 
griM grow under bis fecft, bA« arrived at Cambridge, and hi opponent* 
Mr. itayncr. le hourly expected at Oxford. For eome veare It nee been 
coetoiDory for the Light Bloeeto be flrut In the field, bnt why auch 
ehonld be tbe coee It le at flmt dllTlcult to nnderntand. The terra at both 
Unlvoreltieecommencee by or about the aame day, bnt oa a rule* we be¬ 
lieve* Cambridge men generally "go up" before their eon/rtrts at Ox¬ 
ford. Thia, however, ulia to furnlah a auffictent explanatloQ of the 
caae. aa verv few men will come Into renldeoce at either Colverelty for 
At leoat another week, and before terra work la In fall awing both crewa 
will pro^biy have bad almoat. If not quite, a fortnight'i practice* 
likere la no doubt that tbe old aaylng. "the early bird catebee the worm," 
ia perfectly true, end one that invariably bolda good, and takeng all clr- 
cnmatancee Into conaidemtloo, Mr, Clooe ia rather to be congrotolated 
than otherwine on being the first to have oot a crew. This year tbe race 
will probablv be rowed later than usual. LmI year U took place of 
Marco 90. and if tbe usual rule la adhered to an to tbe day* the race of 
1876 will come off on April 8, or three weekn later than last year. More 
than ten weeks, therefore, have to elap*** before the day of tbe forth¬ 
coming contest, which should be ample time for both prealdeota to work 
up their material to the highest state of perfection, provided that ma¬ 
terial le At band. That anch is the cose there la everv reason to believe. 
The trial eights rowed et boib Uolveraltiea before Chrlatmaa alrooet al- 
w'aya forealudow wbat tbe 'Varaity la likely to he. Thia year, however, 
that role will scarcely stand, for although the Cambridge eights poaeae 
many men of excellcut quality, those at Oxford are by no raeana a fair 
sample of the entire strength at Mr. Stayner'a disposal. This year Cam¬ 
bridge will want At least six new men. utilesa some of lost year's crew 
can be persuaded to row. which at present seems doubtful. On the other 
band. Oxford have only two vacancies, or at most three, which will have 
to be filled up from tbe trials. The iUl-nbsori)lng question In tbe aquat¬ 
ic world for next two months will be the University race. 

Taking public form as the criterion, Oxford wonld he prefened; but, oa 
little le as yet known of the Cantabs, critics would be wise to snepend 
their Judgment for a week or two. Bnt considering all circumatancee. 
we have little hesitation in coming to the conclusion that the crews will 
eventually be made up somewhat as follows:

AS In former years, hut by the far-fnined north county bnllders, 
Swaadel A Wlnshlp. * The coaching at Oxford will in a great measure 
be oodertakeo bv Sherwood, occoslouslly essisted. perhaps, by Mr^ar- 
blabire.

I am not suffleient of a mnehinist to de¬ 
scribe tbe Article in queitlon very minutely* but will merely 
remark that it looka not unlike an exaggerated sewing-ma¬ 
chine with rotatory bnishea attached to It. The oddeat 
part about it Is that once the most refractory horse gets 
within Ua Influence bo will atand perfeetly atill, only stretch¬ 
ing oat hla legs and neck In a perfect estacy of enjoyment. 
The most vicious horses belonging to the Artil¬ 
lery of Vincennes, and notably two savage brutes 
that never could he groomed unleaa thrown down and blind¬ 
folded, have been bought for trial, and always with tbe 
same result. Mr. Myers, of the American circus, sent a 
beautiful full-blooded Arab, as wild as a deer, to he ex¬ 
perimented upon, and had the SHtl*‘faclioa of seeing the 
aainty creature brought hack with a coat shiolng like 
aatio. By Buhatltutlng pads of felt for the brusheaon the 
machine* a horse that DAS become accidentally wetted can 
he dried in a few minutes. The grooming process only oc¬ 
cupies from one to two miDUte8,,and aa two hours at least 
are requisite to perform the same operation by band* it will 
be teen what a boon this new inveniioo will prove to those 
who own or take care of horses. A hundred machines have 
been already ordered by tbe Compagnie Generale dca Omni¬ 
bus, at whoee station dn the Place Wagram the new inveQ- 
tlon has been on exhibition.

By this means we hope to be able to 
cater to all classes, and make it by far the most interesting 
Journal of its kind in the country. While no department 
will be neglected or allowed to suffer, we shall devote more 
space to turf matters and athletics than heretofore, as 
these are becoming two great Interests in the West, and 
worthy of all the attention that can bo paid them.

Not to loolly tatloflod. 

From the reports at hand of the Kew York Rational 
Trotting Convention, It Is very evident that the petition 
sent forth by the Chicago meeting has practically been 
thrown under the Uble. They are willing to give the 
West representation, but are unwilling that the West 
should be consulted as to Its choice of representatives. 
Messrs. Tntblll and Singleton are gentlemen of high stand¬ 
ing in their respective homes, but we are not aware that 
they have any particular reputation in matters pertaining 
to the turf. We do not propose to criticise these gentlemen 
or examine into their quaUflcations for the positions to 
which they have been elected. The West, however, will 
protest against the manner of their selection. i 

Mr. Woolley, it seems, has been ‘ made President of the 
Association, and this, too, in the face of the fact that the 
presidency, by admission of the East, belonged to the West, 
as they profM^ to hang on to the magic purse (the Treaa- 
nrershlp) of the Institqthm. The fact that our esteemed fel- 
low-dtiaim, Mr. Abnar Taylor, waa the first choice of the 
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Chicago Oonvention, aad unanimously indicated by a reso¬ 
lution introduced by Mr. Robinson, of Michigan, was a 
matter of indllihrenoe to them, though It Is generally con¬ 
ceded that he has all the requisite qualifications. The-man¬ 
ner in which Mr. Woolley expressed himself as to Mr. Tay¬ 
lor’s fitness for the place plainly indicated that he desir^ 
his ring friends would look after his InterestTin this direc¬ 
tion. The fact that a ring of snfllclent strength had been 
formed to control Its action, and that Mr. Woolley was to 
be the figure-head, is plainly Indicated from the fact that, 
althou^ the Spirit of (As THmot went to press before the 
convention had made much progress in its pro¬ 
ceedings, and before the committee on nominations 
had made its report, yet its issue contained 
an elegant engraving of the dVw President. J’rom 
the reports we see that Mr. D. F. Longstreet, Mr. YaH’s 
predecessor as Secretary and Treasurer, and a gentleman 
who for years has been in the employ of the retiring Presi¬ 
dent, Mr. Amasa Sprague, represented by proxy nine asso¬ 
ciations; and Mr. Tuthlll, a member of the Board, about as 
many more. There has evidently been an energetic effort 
made by the Board to control this convention beyond a 
doubt; and there waa a general belief through the country 
that they had succeeded tn obtaining a sufficient number of 
proxies to control It, long before it convened. This belief 
accounts for the absence of many prominent turf men, and 
this is the process by which certain gentlemen continue in 
power. 

The West cannot be deceived and cheated out of its 
reasonable demands in this manner, without very soon 
breaking away from these barnacles, with their depressing 
Influence on the welfare of the trotting turf, and setting up 
for themselves an Independent Trotting Association. 

Giving us two of the gentlemen whose names were ap¬ 
pended to the protest circulated against the action of the 
late meeting in this city, and the insignificant position of 
second Vice President, is not what the Chicago Convention 
asked for, nor what the West will be satisfied with for any 
considerable length of time. 


Figures Lie! 

At the recent meeting of the National Association it be¬ 
came imperative that the Board of Appeals, through its 
Treasurer, should make a financial statement of the condi¬ 
tion of the Association. We do not wonder that, at the rate 
of extravagance kept up by the Board, they omitted to 
place before the As^iation an annual statement, as the by¬ 
laws direct. The mere fact that they disregarded so im¬ 
portant a requirement, should have shelved, at the recent 
election, the entire Board, but especially the more conspicu¬ 
ous members. Instead, however, of these grave delinquen¬ 
cies being regarded as of any consequence, the ring manage¬ 
ment, beaded by these gentlemen, foist themselves upon the 
association, again occupying its chief places. Had their re¬ 
port been made annually, those interested in the trotting 
courses of the country would have bad leisure to examine 
and reflect upon the inexcusable extravagance of the judic¬ 
ial department of the Association; and at this election they 
would not have held proxies in abundance to carry 'out their 
schemes. Knowing this, probably they determined to se¬ 
cure another re-election by ignoring the judicial paragraph 
of article six of the by-laws. In round numbers, Mr. Vail, 
the captain, says his department cost $19,900—twice as 
much as any one not inside the ring supposed, and about 
five tiipes as much as it ought to have coat. 

In round numbers the Board of Appeals, in their sittings, 
required more than $16,000 to foot their bill. This item 
cannot be myttifled by any hocus pocus process, as the bal¬ 
ance of the statement Indicates. Let us stop a moment 
and examine it. 

The Board held meetings during the past year at New 
York in March, at Chicago in May, at Baratoga in July, at 
Cincinnati in November, at New York in December, and 
this month a mere quorum met at Hartford, we believe, to 
make op the financial report. The Board consisted of 
twelve members, and four constituted a quorum. The re¬ 
ports show that the average attendance at these meetings 
waa less than six persons. Now upon the basis that the 
Board bad six meetings the past year, the average number 
of days in session and persons in attendance has been such 
as to make it equivalent to one meeting of about twenty- 
ty four days, at which five persons were present. Upon the 
supposition that the average traveling expenses of members, 
at the six meetings, were, say $80, and It must have been 
less, we have for this item $100 for each meeting, or $900 
for tha year—which sum deducting from the expenses of 
the meetings for the year, $6,100, shows their expenses to 
have.been $0,800 for the five members, twenty-four days 
or what is the same, one man one hundred and twen¬ 
ty days, or more than $41 per day for the aversge expenses 
of each member in attendance. To ns something like 
an itemized, account would be Interesting. Chicago la a 
very good'place in which to spend money, but we do not 
believe that pte^dential quarters at the Palmer House, to¬ 
gether with a sufficient number of adjacent parlors for the 
accommodation of members in attendance, with a liberal 
allowanoe for choice winea and Havanas, cost any such 
money. 

Give us the Items, gentlemen, we want to see (hem. But 
we never Shan. Perhape It wae very Important to protect 
the report from too oloee a eoratlny; and poesibly 

the only Bafp way^to have gone Into that convention was to 
have the absolute power to ooatnd It, and to cover up the 


record by oontlnnlag In power. Upon inch a theory we can 
readily understand why the chief t^^leslred re-eleotion. 

That the West will permit Its moMy to be squandered so 
lavishly by New England Is absurd. The bone thrown ns 
of second vice-presidency and a new member in Indiana, 
will not pacify us. We ought aad must have, sooner or la¬ 
ter, an (dependent association.

Bad for the skedaddlers Is the getting out of an awkward 
fix, and aad it is for our dear English friends, who are all 
trying, as beat they can, to get out of their very outspoken 
Incredulity concerning O’Leary’s walking ability and per¬ 
formances. It Is amusing to t^e up one i^^^s-ezobangea 
after another and notice bow they have received O’Leary's 
prompt acceptance of Booth’s challenge to him In hebslf of 
Perkins, their champion. Such meanness, such perversion 
of facts, such willful misstatements as they display in their 
manner of getting out, we never did see, not even in fourth- 
rate country papers, on this side of the water. Zand and 
WaUr says: “OLeary, after many qualms and much discus¬ 
sion; has at length hastened the preliminaries by depositing 
£100 for binding the match.” This is a willful misstatement, 
as the real facts of the case are as stated In the article on 
this point in our issue of the 6th inst. O’Leary snapped up 
the first fair challenge that appeared; and, without any 
knowledge or thou^t of money being up on the English 
side, he forwarded money both to England and to New York 
to make the matches. It then attempts to make things 
smooth by complimenting O’Leary, but Immediately after¬ 
wards shows temper again in remarking upon O’Leary’s 
offer to give Easterling 80 per cent, commission on all bets 
he could secure against his walking 00 miles in 9 17.5. It 
calls this “making offers savoring a good deal of bravado 
and the Yankee tall talk.” We call it offering to lay S to 4. 
Tt concludes by deriding the idea of a championship match 
in a building, and proposes Lillie Bridge. ^ our readers 
know the reason whyT Would they wonder if they knew 
that the athletic editor of Zand and y/ater was financially 
interested in Lillie Bridge? 

“Easterling,” of the Sporting OattUe, still feebly argues 
that O'Leary’s first fifty miles was done In impossible time, 
but proposes to back down as follows: “If the performance 
bad been to walk fifty miles in 9 hours 17 minutes 6 seconds 
and stop, I should have hesitated before I wrote what 1 
did." That is to say, if the performance had come up to 
his idea of what might be, he would have given it some con¬ 
sideration; but as it far exceeded his feeble notions of what 
was possible, he should condemn it as a fraud, and Am¬ 
erican journalists as liars. Further he continues: “ Not to 
mince matters, the reason we Englishmen onlyj^elieve what- 
we see of American powers is the extreme untmthfulness 
of American sportsmen.” He supports this statement by 
confronting us with Weston’s 600 mile walk at Newark, 
which none of us believe in, though it was certified to on 
oath by six resident citizens. 

We ask Easterling would he give credence to the oath of 
six residents of the seven dials'or dwellers in the minories, or 
believe in a sporting affair because six fishermen of Bright¬ 
on had sworn to it? One thing is certain, however, (hat 
“Easterling” will be out of pocket £80, as he “will cheer¬ 
fully subscribe” this amount to purchase O’Leary a piece of 
plate If he does 00 miles in Ob. 17m. 5s.; O'Leary will be so 
much the richer, for an English sporting editor cannot lie. 
He then follows suit to Zand and Wator, and compliments 
O’Leary for his manly straight forwardness. 

BtlPt Lift makes no comment—it never has done more 
than be the organ through which such men as Jenn could air 
their unbelief. But the remarks of Perkins in BtlXt Idf* are 
eminently unsatisfactory. In it W. Peikins begs to say that 
be will be pleased to have a match with him (O’Leary) if 
reasonsonable terms can be come to; but Perkins thinks that 
some of O’Leary’s stipulations are not altogether fair and 
reasonable. 

The whole article la in our athletic columns, and shows 
plainly a mean, tricky spirit, that does not oompare well 
with (he manly letter in the SporUman ot (he same date. In 
thsFletter, published in our athletic columns last week, Per¬ 
kins ridicules Zand and Wator and Lillie Bridge; pooh- 
pooh’s Easterling and his unbelief; believes In O’Leary as an 
honest man, worthy of his mettle, and declares that every ar¬ 
rangement will at once be made, and the first match fixed 
for an early date.' This is the man we want to see here, and 
to him we will give the veiy'liest reception; but to BolTo 
Perkins we would sooner give the cold shoulder, as he is no 
true sportsman, but a “sport”t(ylng to makea little money. 

In conolusioh, we need only call the attention of our read¬ 
ers to the fact that Weston hss pumped Perkins all out, and 
walked clean away from’him in a day’s tramp. Westonhas 
no earthly chance with O’Leary in a day’s walk, so Easte^ 
ling and Oo. had better take time to reconsider. How will 
they get out of that fix? We can afford to wait till their 
accounts oome to hand. It will be a rare treat to ns.

Ws have received a box of “Kay’s Improved Shot Car¬ 
tridges.” They are a very fine thing, and will, we believe, 
rapidly grow in favor with tbe shooting fraternity, although 
we have not as yet had an opportunity of trying them.

It doM M«m t« If an over-rallng Provldeocs Msmed psrtlenUrlr 
sagTr at tba people of tbla city; and not onlr Iba paoplv, but tbara 
ima to bs an erldant ootpourlng of math upon tha baada of thn man- 
agan of tba tbeatma. The nnmbnr of places of amnaemant are Itnill- 
ad, but tbose Ibat have their doors thrown wide to admit tha mah an- 
tldpsted, bsTS preaenled tbe beat antertalnmaota that one would want 
to wltnssa. ComparaUvel/ good bonaea have been tba result; but the 
vartabla weather, ao changeable that one cannot tell from one hour to 
another how the day Is going to be, has deterred many from availing 
thamaelvaa of tba theatrical menu. While wa are on theatrical matteia, 
wa would like at this point to particularly call attention to tbe fact that 
very few theatrsa throngbont tbe West hava auSclent rnsana of exit In 
cose of tra, or alarm that would create a panic. One of tbe latest In- 
ataaces la the casa wbloh ooonrred la Cincinnati two weeks ago, where 
a panic was canaed by some careleaa parties raising tbs cry of lire, and 
where huadreda of kalplam females and children were crowded down 
a narrow paosage way, and trampled under foot. Tbe only wonder Is 
that mors ware not Injarsd. Hundreds of Inatanoea might ha pointed 
out whars Uvea hava bean aaerllead Ihtougb the pennrlou an aaa of own- 
are, or the elooa oooltaetlag of bulldera, wberaby a few aqoare feet of 
spooe was need, at tha expense of many valasbla bnman Urea. And 
aotoalyahould there he suHelaat maanaof agresa, but the doom sbonld 
he ao hung that they would either swing both ways, or at all avaoia 
swing outwards, ao that In tha evant of a panic, the crowd eronld have 
no ohelaels to prevent thdr rapid agrees. In Ihe winter of 18SS, a large 
lalhidiil |u flantlngn da Chill, look tie during tba celebration of the 
fUaat In honor of the Immaenlale Oonceptloa, at which time some AHOO 
lieisana were angugud la servteo; and owing to the fact of Ihe doors 
opening Inward, OB balag largo and heavy, the crowd were m aaea d 
tltlnst tkawi, ao that ovut Ui WMW lands of corpses were taken from 


tbe ruins—nearly 1,000 bodies of men, woeaen and children. In 
achnaetts, rseently, a like ocenrrenoe look place, of leas magaltnde as 
regards loan of Ilfs, but pointing to tbs name need for reform. Bow 
many of our theatres or amnaemant holla tbroughoot the smaller towns 
of the eounlry have safe and expedient modes of axltf To onr own 
knowledge, onlolda of this city, where special leglalation has onforosd 
tha roqalalle cure, there la not one hall of over tbe capacity of SOO that 
wonld allpw Ihe andlance to dispeiee with anything like haste, wtth- 
out causing Infury, If not death, to many persona. Tbe majority of the 
halls In the smaller towne are altnaled on the upper flooieof large bnlld- 
Inga and the only mode of entrance or exit la tbrongh several narrow, 
crooked vaaUbnlas, and up steep stairs, ao that the paoaage of even a 
few pereoos most be made with caution, and very slowly. Chicago la 
tbs only city of any slie that bee made any movement toward a rs- 
form on this point, and It beboovee the smaller dtles to follow in Its 
footatepa on that point; otherwise there Is a likelihood of some sod cat¬ 
astrophe ocenrrlng at any time that will bring sorrow to the bearta of 
many. 

Another point that we toneb upon Is tha heating and veotllsUon of 
amusement halls, chnrchea and public buildings In this matter we 
are far behind tbe naUons that existed centuries ago. Wa do not nn- 
dersland the drat principle of comfort aa regards these points. Thous¬ 
ands and tens of thousands of heads are mode to ache, and a thousand 
million of untold discomforts arc antolled upon those who attend per¬ 
formances, leetnrea and church services, either from a lack of ventila¬ 
tion, or from too mneh. The happy medium has not been reached yet, 
and although here and there some oclantlst la racking his b/alns to de¬ 
vise some pTan^ Whereby B'multitude may be gathered Icge'thn without 
discomfort to any one, >el tba plaiu and Ideas advanced do not seem 
to meet with succeas, and eonsequenlly poor, suVering bnman tutors 
baa to bear tbe load uncomplainingly. It la not a matter of wonder bow so 
many die, hot how ao many llvel Our churchce, balls, theatres, 
and moat of all our booses, an nof ventUattd to any proper de¬ 
gree benedcial to health. It should be looked to, and the sooner 
Ihe better. It were better that our services, lecturee and 
performances be held In the open air, as were those'of Oreeceand 
Roms, where the pure air of Heaven ever agords health and vigor to all 
mankind, with ventilation supplied by the well regulated laws of na¬ 
ture, than to do os tbousanda of ns do daily, coop onraelves In black 
holes,s thousand times worse than that of Calcutta ever was. 

And still another point connected with matteri theatrical, althongb 
not connected with ventilation, but rather with Ingress and egress, and 
that Is the contlnnal disturbances that occur In places,—respectable 
ploces-of entertainment, where ropresentalivee of tbe male sex,—we 
cannot call them gentlemen.—continually leave their seats and go out 
to partake of cloves and coffee, to the detriment of the enjoyment of 
others In Ihe audience, and bring back shocking bad odors lingering 
upon their breath, very snsplclons of something more liu/HrUIno than 
either c or o. There should be some united action taken by tbe various 
managers of theatres whereby the bulk of their patrons, who are ect 
talnly gentlemen and ladies, may be protected from the Insults nightly 
offered them. 

Tbe places of amassment that were open last week did, each and all 
of them, an Immense businesa. At MeVIcker'a “The Mighty Dollar" 
held the boards, and aside from the principal characters, (Mr. Florence 
as Bardwell .Slots, and Mrs. Florence oa lira. Oen. Glldory), a marked 
Improvement has taken place In the acting of the company of this thea- 
tra. There seems to bavrkgen some Incentive offered In some shape 
or other, that have made each and every member of the stock aspire to 
some higher position than that nanally held by him or her. It may have 
been the unnsnally good houses, (something by tbe way that woe a 
sight for sore eyes In this honse), that has Impelled them each to do 
hla or her best, nr It may have been that the original charactervof the 
play fitted each to their part, though against their will to do their level 
best. We refrain from personalties, lint speak collvetively. 

At Hooley'a Theatre: Tbe bill for the week at this theatre—althongb 
printed on exceedingly cheap paper—baa been remarkably good. In 
fact has not been excelled tbla season. Bat It la a wonder why Hr. 
Hsverly. with hla marked managerial abllily, will continne to keep on 
that worn out finale to the first part called “The Centennial." It Is to 
be hoped he will drop on it before Jnly 4tb. 

In part second Weslyn, Casey, Billy Emerson, Pat Rooney (who, by 
the way, has shown less of bis shirt than he did last week, and has ta¬ 
ken our advice to “pull down his vest"), and the company In a very 
Isoghable afterpiece called Bone-Squash Diablo, are Immense. The 
whole entertainment Is more than Immense, It la enormous, and J. H. 
Uaverly deserves the success be Is having, and should have a perfect 
ovation tendered him when he pulls up stakes and takes a trip into the 
provinces. And another thing Is that Mr. Bliss Whitaker, whose ge¬ 
nial face Is sedn every night at the box-office, and whose friends are 
counted by the tens of thonsands, takes a benefit at the matinee on 
Washington's Birthday, Feb. kid, and there Is not the least doubt but 
that he will have a rousing one. We hope he will, as be well de¬ 
serves it. 

The AdelphI Theatre has outdone Itself during the post week. Tbe 
exhibition In every branch has filled to overfiowing tbe cup that has 
been proffered to theatre-goers, and consequently there have been but 
few vacant seats upon which the tardy coiner could recline himself al¬ 
so; consequently tbe shekels have more than rolled In, and the beaming 
face of tbe “tiraclous Grover” has become actually oleaginous, and 
streaks of liquid fat trickle down upon the floor to mark his passage. 
Ur. Davis, the urbane treasurer of this house, desires more than a pas¬ 
sing mention, from tbe fact that he, while always at his post, has tbe 
same smile for all, both great and small, and Is ever ready to give all the 
Information In his power. 

At Wood's Hnseiim Ihe CentennIo-DramatIco-BIood-aud-Thnnder 
play of “Devotion'' Is oh Ihe boards, and has drawn more full houses 
than It really deserves. The play In Itself Is crude sud unfiaished. It 
needs pruning In more than a docen places. Tbe scenes are forced, Ihe 
plot Is fitted more for a variety stage than for a temple devoted to the 
drams. . Tbe actors and actresses, with the exception of one or two, are 
mere sticks, good enough, perhaps, for a provincial show, but poorly 
fitted for their |Mrts upon Ihe stage of a theatre as well known and as 
popular as Wood's, and, moreover, with all tbe lime they have had to 
rehearse, they are to-day not half as well filled to read their lines before 
an audience composed of boors os a child Is to speak before an elective 
assembly. It Is a burning shame that this-company, many of whom 
have been together for months. If not yean, cannot work together as 
they should, and present to their patrons a play, weak as even Devotion 
Is, with more force and effect than they have done. We cry shame up¬ 
on them. We hear that quite a number of this company pre engaged to 
go to Ban Francisco. If they do not meet with tte klassa that they 
merit. It Is because they have an audience of '‘hoodlums" and Chinese 
to witness their performance. We do not wish In this to cast any rsfiec- 
tlon npon the management of the Museum, bnt we really think that tba 
company have not done as they should have dona, and availed Ihem- 
aelves of Ihe opportunities they have bad to become well ap In their 
parts.

Now, how oonld the 
bodge be gtren to Stannn*, when the referee and Indgee were all rath¬ 
er antagonletic to him than otherwise, and decldeo that the badge bod 
been won br Btannna. “Old Bd.'a" statement le too thin. 

Now, I will admit that Tasker was a genuine eportamon, and hsa long 
•Ince gone to the Hoppr Hnnting Oronnds, bnt if he were lirtng be 
wonld etate the case •• 1 do. I wonld like to aroll myself of yonr col- 
nmna to glra a biographical sketch of “Old Ed." from my own knowl- 
edg*. 

He left Keoknk for Dlinola some year* ago, and ouf manntd some 4 
mile* from here. Be started a dog kennel, and odrerltsed that he wonld 
break dogs. He eqaatted down, stock np hie tent and drore a stake In¬ 
to the groand, and tied abont a half doxen or more doge to this stoke, 
and kept them there for oereral weeks.

Tne dog wa* not long In Boding a covey of chlckena. end one 
was dnehed oad killed by one of tbe boys. Hardly had the rr^rt of the 
gnn been beard, before the dog went for that bird, picked him op, and 
mods a otroUht dash for home, where be made * sqnarr meal from It, 
tbie no donot being the Brst eqnsre meal he bad bod for week*. Ohi 
what would Bergh have sold bad he come octoee this kennel of Ine 
dogs, nnder the can of one of the old ehootere and dog breakers of this 
western conntcT, who boosted that be langbt the Yankees how lo ehoot. 

I never ealdthot Tasker taught me bow lo shoot, nor have I ever been 
beaten by any Englieb dog bnoker, for money, nor do I expect to, •* 
they don't have tbs sand here. 

However. I will eay befon closing, some two years ago “Old Ed." 
came over to •** me shoot a match for 460 a side, at 60 hirde each, and 
he did me all the dirt be conid. and being short of fnnda, bet hla load 
of straw against me and lost. That Is what la the matter with Ed. Ton 
will excne* me for treepasslng eo mnch upon yonr valuable space, bnt 
I really have not said half whst I wanted to. Ibom Clad.

knowledge and sets of agents sad person* employed by corporallone 
In regara to animals tiaasported, owned or employed by or In the cos- 
tody of eneb eorporotloBS, ohall be held to be the act sad knowledge of 
tacB oorporatioB. 

'The folloering la tbs sdditlpa to aectlon 7 of the chapter; “And the 
general agent aad proee c nung agent of said eodety ohall have the 
power to eerve any oomplalnt end warrant for tbe violation of Ible set, 
and to eommoa wltneiiee oa the trial of the same In say town or dty In 
this Btots."

■PAWime O* TH* SDBICDLLBT. 

I have to record another interesting incident which has 
added something to our knowledge of the spawn and 
spawning of the aea-flshes: 

When the Britton Aquarium was opened in August, 
1879, there was In it 18 surmullets (JTiiffvs svrmvfsfus), com¬ 
monly, though erroneously, called the "sed mullet,” a name 
properly belonging to a doubtful-Jfuffus barbatut. They 
were caught in a seine net on the Brighton beach during the 
summer of 1878, and have ever since continued in good 
health. Not one has died; a fact, which of itself, is suffi¬ 
cient refutation of the false statements promulgated—Insll- 
clously by some and Ignoran^ by others—concerning the 
great mortality of fish in the Brighton Aquarium, 

Until this season these surmullets have shown no disposi¬ 
tion to breed, but some weeks ago it was evident that the 
females contained roe which was gradually progressing to¬ 
wards development. At length they became so enormously 
distended as to be Incapable of, or indisposed to, exertion; 

S toms of inflammation of the abdomen was also per- 
ale, and it appeared probable that the emission of the 
ova would not be naturally effected, and that without as¬ 
sistance the parturient fish would consequently die. 

I am alwavs very reluctant to disturb Ashes, or in any 
way to interfere with their habits. Tne less they arc med¬ 
dled with the better. Even the touch of a gantle band will 
injure the skin or outer covering of the scales of some of 
them, and Is sufficient to set up a growth of the "fuagua" I 
which is so unsightly and injurious. But on consultation 
last Saturday, with Mr. Francis Francis, a director of the 
Aquarium, and a fisherman of fame, it was agreed that we 
bad but a choice of two evils;—either to allow the Ash to 
die "egg-bound," or to spfwn them artificially. We decided 
to assist nature if possible. One of the mullet, in a worse 
case, or more advanced condition, than the rest, was there- ' 
fore removed from the tank, and operated on with all the I 
care and tenderness that experience had taught us to prac- I 
tice. There was no need of violence, for the ova were per- i 
fectly ripe, and on the slightest pressure of my finger in the I 
proper part of the fish’s body, poured forth into the pan of ! 
water prepared for them in a continuous stream,—1 believe 
1 may, without exaggeration, say, in millions. So minute ' 
are the eggs of the surmullet that we looked at each other as- 
tonished,and almost doubted whether we bad not mistaken the ' 
sex of our patient, and whether the excurrent jet of the milky- 
looking fiuid mingled with the water, were not the milt or 
soft roe, of a male. But on some of it being transferred to a 

? ;1bss, thousands of tiny transparent globules, each contain- ' 
ng its germinal vesicle, were seen fioaiing in the water. 
Up to this time of course they were not fecundated. We i 
had been careful not to allow our patient to become ex¬ 
hausted, but, with all our caution, several of the scales i 
probably loosened by the tension of the skin, had become , 
detached; so we did not feel justified in risking the life of a ' 
a male fish by taking him out of the tank, after a harassing 
chase, and subjecting him to a similar operation. But I was 
not without hope that the necessary fertilization might nat- I 
urally be accomplished. 

The Japanese have a method of' catching fish by tether¬ 
ing a spawning female in a convenient place, and shooting 
a net around the males which swarm about her, allured and i 
attracted to her by their instinct. Entomolo^sts employ 
the same device to decoy the males of some moths within 
sweep of their nets. Our hen-fish was therefore, replaced 
in a tank from which she had been taken, and the pan-ful 
of water containing the extruded ova was also emptied into 
It. The latter were speedily dispersed through the whole of 
the water in the tank, and their parent, after swimming i 
about for a short time, settled on the bottom. The male ^ 
soon manifested unusual exitement, approaching her, and 
pidd her marked attention; and I think it not improbable 
that the floating ova may be impregnated, developed, and 
hatched, as those of the cud, whiting, and whltlng-pout ! 
have been, in the aquarium. 

The eggs of the surmulet ore very much smaller, appar- ! 
ently even more numerous than, and quite as delicate and 
pellucid as those of the Gadidai. 

Here, then, we have another lUh—probably another genus 
of fishes—whose eggs are not (as has been supposed!, de¬ 
posited in bottom sand or mud, but float freely in the sca> 
thus affording fresh evidence of the wisdom of the Sea- 
Fishery Commissioners of 1864 in refusing to recommend 
the Interdiction of deep-sea irawling, on the pleu that the 
beam-trawl disturbs the spawn of fishes on thc ground over 
which it passes. The spawning season is uudefiuable, the 
alleged injury more than doubtful. 

I have occupied with this subject so piach of the space 
allotted to me, that I must postpone till next week the pub¬ 
lication of the concluding portion of my remarks on the 
Proteus. Henuy Lee. 

Hardships of Western Hunters. 

The rough experiences of the hunters and trappers upon 
western borders are wonderful, and it hardly seems, to civil¬ 
ized home-bred people, that the perils of these daring and 
reckless men can be enjoyable. And yet, only through the 
continual excitement sand adventure siitey encounter in their 
precarious calling, are such men content to live, year after 
year. In the wilds of the forests, the mountains and the plains, 
barely subsisting, for the most part, and very raicly, if ever, 
realizing any peicuniary gain in their weary course of life. 

A recent account is given of two hunters who were on an 
expedition among the mountains of Nevada, early last 
spring, when one of them accldenially shut himself lu the ' 
foot, Taoerating the flesh and breaking the bones in such a I 
manner that amputation of the limb seemed the only means ! 
of saving his life. Too weak from pain and loss of blood to 
attempt the journey of forty mites to the nearest^tilemant, 
the wounded man was conveyed to the rude cabin which ' 
they had made their headquarters, by his companion, who, 
after dressing the wound as well as he could, and cooking a '< 
plentiful supply of provisious for the three or four days he ' 
expected to be gone, started for the settlement to procure I 
mMical aid. He secured the services of a.pbyslclan, and . 
they started for the mountains, but a blinding snow storm . 
coming on they became loet, barely escaping with their j 
lives. 8o deep and so badly drifted was the snow that they i 
were obliged to give up all thought of reaching the wounded 
mao, DO further attempt being mode for about two months, 
when a party of friends thought It their duty to seek out the 
lonely cabin and bury the remains of the unfortunate 
huntw. What was their surprise, on nearing the place, to 
see him hobbling along on crntchM to meet Uiem, well and 
hearty with the exception of his lameness. He told them 
that after he was left alone his wound grew better; that 
when his provisions failed he crawled to the huge carcase 


of a bear they had killed a few days before the accident, 
and, unable to procure wood for cooking, devoured the meat 
raw. On this, and this alone, had he subsisted during the 
two months he hsd been Imprisoned. 

Novm Food-Ball Match.-F rom a Sheffield (Eng.) pa¬ 
per to hand we take thetollowing; 

On Jan. 10 a singular match at foot ball was contested on 
the outskirts of Sheffield, Eng. A team was selected from the 
village of Pitsmoor to meet a similar number of players from 
Ecclesfleld. k was arranged that the toll bars near these 
places, on theBljeffield and Barnsley turnpike, should be the 
respective goals, and that, so far as boundary should go. It 
was to have no limit, the idea\being to produce a game 
across country, where all sons nf stratagem might be avail¬ 
able. It seemed also to be understood that the Rugby Rules 
should be in force, but the fact proved that players did as 
they liked. The kick-off was arranged to take place at Shef- 
field-lane top, about midway between the goafs, and about 
two miles from either. At one o’clock Pitsmoor won the 
toss and kicked-off; but lasted of taking the direction of the 
road , Itw prlanded into the well-known horse-breeding pad- 
docks iHeire, where it was received by a good man lying in 
wait for it. It may be immagined what sort of spurt result¬ 
ed when it Is stated that sometimes the ball was carried and 
sometimes it was kicked; but away it was driven, regardless 
of hedges and ditches, first in one direction and then in an¬ 
other. The snow was lying thick uiioa the ground, and 
I there was a fine, exhilarating breeze blowing across the hills. 
The attendance of siiectators was large when it began, but 
grew as the match proceeded till not less than 19,000 to 
18,(XW could have witnessed it. After a time the ball visited 
[ the village of Shiregreen; and as the game proceeded it 
I seemed as if the combatants had determined to keep it as far 
from the goal ns possible; tor when, after a scuffle or scrim¬ 
mage, a player got bold of the boll, his object was to run 
away with it as fast as he could. This went on until four 
o'clock, the time for closing the game, when the war was be- 
I Ing fiercely waged at Wausley Long-lane, in the valley of 
the Don. What amount of ground had been covered by the 
play it would be impoesible to estimate; but it must have 
I been very great, and the players were evidently of the right 
j stuff, for they had disregarded field or fallow, hedges or 
ditches, wood or copse, and they came out of the fray none 
I the worse, except from the few scratches they bad incident¬ 
ally sustained.
